A WONDERFUL BRIDGE. 


Largest Natural Span in America i 
Not In the World, 

The largest natural bridge In A ner 
lea, if not indeed in the whole w orld, 
is located In southwestern Utah, not 
far from the state boundary line, and 
is known as the George Natural br dge. 
Its total length between the huge tatu- 
ral abutments is about 200 feet, the 
width of the roadway is some 35 feet, 
white the span in the clear is 90 feet. 
From the bed up to the span is 160 
feet. At the bottom flows a small 
water course that during the long bot 
summer months dwindles down to a 
mere rivulet. 


there was a very large and swift cur- 
rent flowing where the little brook is 
now. The general explanation given 
for the creation of this natural bridge 
is that voleanic action, occurring at 
some distant period of the world's his- 
tory, was the active agency. 

The existence of the bridge is of 
comparative recent knowledge to the 
public, though the Indians In that re 
gion have long known that there was 
such o work of nature. The red men 
often spoke of this bridge to the early 
settlers of that part of Utah. but little 
credence was ever given to. their 
stories. About ten or twelve years 
ago it was first discovered by some 
mining prospectors. It is located ip 
the heart of a very rugged region that 
is difficult of access. Of late years it 
has been visited by a great many 
tourists and sightseers. Very recently 


some travelers visited this freak of 
old Mother Earth in automobil and 
one venturesome motorist drove “his 


ear across the bridge, passing safely 
over the yawning chasm. The stone 
of which the span is composed is dark 
brown sandstone of an unusually hard 
quality, and the thickness of the span 
is twenty feet or more. Engineers 
who have made a careful examination 
of this bridge pronounce it perfectly 
safe and secure and fully capable of 
supporting an immense weight. The 
span is free from flaws or seams.— 
Wide World Magazine.

THE ROUND RO3IN. 


No One Scems to Know the Origin of 
the Strange Term. 


A “round robin” is one of those 
documents of which the name is fa 
miliar to most people, hut which un- 
commonly few have ever seen or sign. 
ed. Every one knows that the thing 
which bears so singular a name is a 
communication—letter, remonstrance, 
warning or the like—the signatures 
to which are written around the cir- 
cumference of the circle which in- 
closes the body of the epistle or 
radiating therefrom like the spokes of | 
a wheel from a hub, so that the re- 
sponsibilitv§ of signing, is equally | 
shared. No one signatory can be 
accused of being either the first or 
the last to sign, of being the leader 
or the whipper in. 

The most famous example on record 
probably is the remonstrance which 
was sent to Dr. Johnson in connec- 
tion with his epitaph on Oliver 
Goldsmith. The doctor had prepared 
an epitaph in Latin, but some of his 
friends, who had also been friends of 
Goldsmith, took exception to it on 
two grounds, the first being that it) 
did not onite do justice to the author | 
of the “Traveler” as a writer, and | 
particularly as a poet, and the second | 
that it should be written in English. 
The party of friends were gathered 
around Sir Joshua Reynolds’ hospit- | 
able if somewhat ill served table, and | 
though they found themselves in gen- 
eral agreement on these two points 
no one had the courage to be willing 
to “bell the cat.”’ or, in other words, 
to take the lead in tackling the for- 
midable Johnson on these two rather 
delicate matters. ‘‘At last.’’ says Sir 
William Forbes, “it was hinted that 
there could be no way so good as that 
of a round robin, as the sailors call 
it, which they make use of when 
they enter into a conspiracy so as 
not to let it be known who puts his 
name first or last to the paper. 

The idea was at once accepted, the | 
address to Dr. Johnson was prepared, 
and all signed. it ini the _pro- 
posec. This very interésting paper is 
still extant and is preserved among 
other valuable manuscripts in the 
library of Haigh Hall, near Wigan, | 
the seat of the Earl of Crawford. It | 
begins, ‘‘We, the circumscribers,”’ | 
and the signatures, written around | 
the circle which incloses the address, 
include those of Gibbon, Burke, Jos. 
Warton, Sheridan, Sir Joshua Rey- 
nolds, George Colman and half a 
dozen others who are nowad&ys but 
little known. Johnson took the re- 
monstrance .in good part, but as to 
not writing the epitanh in Latin de- 
clared that he would never consent 
to disgrace the walls of Westminster | 
Abbey with an English inscription! 
The whole story is eminently charac- 
teristic of both Johnson and _ his | 
times. 

No one has yet been able to give a | 
satisfactory explanation of the strange 
term ‘‘round robin.”—London Globe.

Strange Origin and Improvement of 
Australian Merinos.

Nowadays the good land near the 
‘coast is being given over to agricul- 
ture, and the sheep ure driven back 
‘further into the desert. A terrible 
desert it is at times, where net one 
green leaf can be see, when the red 
dust with which it is covered gets 
blown away—and only the bare hard 
bones ofthe earth are lft. Then sheep 
die by the milkon for want of the 
smallest scrap of nourishment, 
are sometimes killed hy the thousana 
because it is hopeless to expect to 
keep them alive. 

Then comes the rain, and as if by a | 
miracle the whole land is green again, 
the flocks increase out of all bounds, } 
and the men who have been nearly 
ruined, make new fortunes in a few 
years. That is happening now. From 
1896 to 1903 occurred the biggest | 
drought known, and many station- 
holders lost their all. Since then | 
there has been a steady succession 
of good seasons and the problem now | 
is what to do with the enormous over- 
|plus of oid ewes. Such are the vicis- 
situdes of that strange land, the oldest 
part of the earth's exposed surface. | 

Some of the great sheep runs cover 
a million acres, or about 1,560 square 
miles. Each run is divided into pad- 
docks, which cover all Austraiia. The | 
average western paddock contains 100 
Square miles. If one fence is on the | 
horizon behind, the other is over the 
horizon ahead. You could walk till 
you died in that paddock without see- 
ing a fence. Lost men have before 
now found the fence and died along- 


There may be a hut in each pad- 
dock with a boundary rider—some- 
times two, living together. Every day 
except Sunday, the boundary rider is | 
expected to be out in his paddock. 
About one day in two he may spot 
something I‘ke a line of posts, which | 
is probab.y a line of sheep in mirage | 
on the horizon. Occasionally he cuts 
through a wing of them. He sees a 
man, or gets a mail, perhaps, once in 
turee weeks. And yet, the boundary | 
men get to like the lonely life. 

Then, there is ‘‘the boss,”’ the lord 
of many acres, a man of strong char- 


acter and a iiberal education, living a 
life not unlike that of an English 
country gentleman, in his remote 


home, but carrying on his work with 
the ability and keenness of a man 
who has been trained in business. 
The third body of men who live by 
the sheep industry are the shearers, 
who work through the country from 


north to south, making plenty of | 
Hae and /iving in a rough way on 
\the fat of the land as they pass from 


one shed to the other. They are a 


class unlike any other. 


The Policeman's . Duo Life. 


About one in every six London 
policeman is injured during the year. 


More than one thousand men were 
on the sick list from injuries received 
while on duty, and nearly seven | 
hundred more who were injured off 
duty. Some of the cases were so | 
serious as to disable the men for a | 
week or more, and these amounted | 


to no fewer than 677. Besides these, 
there were twice as many injured less 
severely, who were not placed on the 
sick list. | 

The following examples show the | 
multiplicity of dangers to which the 
police are exposed: 2,266 men were | 
assaulted or injured when making ar- | 
rests; 102 bitten by dogs; 51 hurt by 
persons not arrested; 17 injured while 
dispersing disorderly crowds; 44 
hurt, some very severely, when stop- 
ping runaway herses; 21 injured | 
when assisting fallen or restive 
horses; 25 kicked, trodden on, or | 
knocked down by horses; 31 injured 
(14 very severely) by vehicles when 
regulating traffic; and 28 were injur- 
ed when extinguishing fires. | 

And a further large number suffer- | 
ed injury by their horses falling or | 
throwing them, by cyclists, while rid- 
ing their own bicycles, at fire drill, | 
by slipping and falling when ex- 
amining premises, etce., so that the 
total of injuries while on duty for 
the year is brought up to 3,310.

“ HO would not give a trifle 
to prevent what he would 
* give a thousand worlds to 


curey” Dr Young, who 
wrote these words, had a babit of 
“seeing things at night,” but not in 
the popular sense of this expression. 
He wrote “Night Thoughts,” but saw 
very clearly the principle which the 
medical profession is now carrying 
out well expressed in the homely old 
phrase, “An ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of cure.” 

Scourges of the Past. 

The borrors of pestilence and unnec- 
essary disease that afflicted our fore- 
fathers are almost unbelievable in 
these days, and yet during the dark 
ages they were accepted as a matter

of course and vuriously ascribed to 
“acts of God" or “the evil one,” ac- 
cording to the point of view. 

We do not read in the sprightly ro- 
mances of Dumas and others who 
have thrown a glamour over bistory 
that “itch” was a common, not to say 

affliction atthe court of 
France ou that the ‘great “Napoleon 
suffered ‘from tbis trouble because no 
one knew its cuuse or simple treat- 
ment. It seems difficult to realize that 
in the old days a person who was not 
pockmarked from smallpox was con- 
spicuous ip the streets of London, 

The custom of sleeping in bunks In 
the wall, of using rushes or straw for 
floor covering, iu the meshes of which 
refuse scraps from the table and other 
filth were allowed to accumulate, was 
regarded in the old days as a natural 
and bealthful mode of existence. The 
custom of dipping germ infected tin- 
gers into large dishes of food contain- 
ing the general supply for the family 
was followed by ‘the Four Hundred 
during the middle ages. when the 
“black death” 
spread a desolation of which it is diffi- 
cult to form any conception in these 
days of comparative “sweetness and 
light.” : 

But we must not lay too much flat- 
tering unction to our souls. Taking 
into account the advances in science 
and knowledge of the causation of dis- 
ease, we are today relatively just as 
neglectful as our forefathers. Reck- 
less and careless habits in defiance of 
disease risks are still common enough 
and are responsible for a tremendous 
waste of life. 

The Fall In the Death Rate. 

In tbe registration area of the Unit- 
ed States the deatb rate bas fallen 
from 19.6 per 1.000 in 1890 to 15.4 in 
1908 Ip Massachusetts the deatb rate 
has fallen from 19.4 in 1890 to 17.5 in 
1907. Ip Engiand and Wales it has 
fallen from 19.5 in 1890 to 14.7 in 
1908; in Swedep from 17.1 in 1890 to 
14.9 in 1908, and in France from 22.8 
ip 1890 to 14.9 in 1908. 

This is a splendid showing, but when 
we analyze the material from which 
these figures are derived we find that 
the death rate among young people 
has fallen more than 380 per cent, while 
the deatb rate among the middle aged 
and elderly bas either been slightly af- 
fected or markedly increased, accord- 
ing to the locality investigated. 

In Massachusetts the increase in the 
death rate at advanced ages is really 
startling and doubtless reflects a con- 
dition general tbrougbout the country. 

We know that the degenerative dis- 
eases affecting middle life and old age 
—apoplexy, heart disease, Bright's dis- 
ease, arterial diseases, etc.—have tn- 
creased 105 per cent during the past 
thirty years in the registration area, 
and an increase in the mortality at the 
ages affected would naturally follow, 
such as is exhibited ip the Massacbhu- 
setts statistics. 

But tbe limit of prevention and im- 
provement among the infectious dls- 
eases that affect young lives has not 
yet been reached. These diseases, such 
as typboid, cholera infantum. tubercu- 
losia, etc., should be absolutely eradi- 
cated, , 

Proper sanitation, especially in the 
rural districts, is greatly needed and a 
more thorough observance of the pre

Value of Periodical Examinations. 

It must be apparent that this human 
Machine should be periodically exum 
ined for evidence of commencing 
strain and impairment. Many a val- 
uable life could be saved for years of 
happy and useful existence if the early 
symptoms of dixease were detected and 


the manner of living cbunged. A 
downward course may readily be 
checked if the disease bax vot gone 


too far. The wise man. therefore, will 
cousult bis doctor at least once a yeur 
and listen patiently to advice regard 
ing the habits of eating, drinking and 
bousing. 
the whole family is also desirable. Give 
the children a chance to be molded 
and guided to bealtb and strength in 
stead of permitting them to grow up 
like weeds or untrained vines. The

IMPROVEMENT IN 
HORSE BREEDING 


Nearly all the states in the north. 
west hive taken a positive stand on 
the proposition of aiding in the im- 
provement of horseflesh. We refer to 
thé fact that these states have enacted 
rigid stallion registration laws, laws 
that. if enforced, will show tu every 
stallion patron the status of the sire 
in question both as to breeding and 
to health and constitution. It remains 
with the mare owner whether he will 
make the most of his opportunities and 
work toward constant improvement of 
his horse stock. 
Wisconsin station gives the following 
sound advice to mare owners: 

Commence grading up 
horse stock by mating carefully se- 
lected. sound, suitable mares with 
sound, prepotent, muscolar, pure bred 
registered stallions. 

Continue year after year to use the 
best obtainable pure bred stallions of

Breed horses with the object of stead- 
ily improving the stock on the farm 
and advancing the horse breeding in- 
dustry of the state. 

Do not retain for breeding purposes 
any colt that is not pure bred and eligi- 
ble to registry in a stud book recog- 
pizéd by tbe department of agricul- 
ture. 

Encourage the working of pure bred 
stallions sufficient to keep them 
healthy, muscular, prepotent and pre- 
vent pampering. weakness, partial im- 
potence and actual sterility and so 
tend to insure vigor, strong constitu- 
tion and health in their offspring at 
birth and throughout life.

Encourage the home production of | 


pure bred stallions to take the place 
of the host of undesirable grade, mon- 
grel or scrub stallions at present re- 
tarding progress in horse breeding. 


Black Teeth In Hogs. 

Hogs often have black teeth, but the 
condition does not indicate any par- 
ticular disease. Ax a rule, no ulcera- 
tion is found nround the bases of such 
teeth, but where that condition exists 
the teeti: should be extracted. It usu- 
ally happens that the teeth are not 
discovered until the pigs become sick 
from indigestion or some other com- 
plaint, and then an examination of the 
mouth is made. 
for the sickness when that cannot be 
otherwise diagnosed. In ‘bullnose™ or 
“snuffies™ the incisor teeth often can- 
not properly be used. This is inciden- 
tal, a result of the disease and not its 
cause. 


Alfalfa For Swine. 

The stomach of swine is small, com- 
pared with those of other animals, and 
is not therefore adapted to consuming 
large quantities of course, bulky foods. 
But it is found that alfalfa hay ts rel- 
ished by swine, and one-half pound 
a day in addition tu a pound of sugar 
beets and a ration of grain may be fed 
with profit. In arid regions, where al- 
falfa and sugar beets are extensively 
grown, this ration is popular.

| This is not, as a rule, maliciously 
| done. It is often accomplished by 
good meaning people. Fifteen years 
ago | knew a good, honest Dutchman 
who “trimmed” an apple orchard for 
the “firewood.” A year ago It cost $2,000 
to repair the damage, and certainly 
the trees are vastly inferior to what 
they would have been had they not 
had their noble boles and branches 
hollowed by disease.
